Yukon Territory, the North-west Territories 
and ina portion of the Province of British Co- 
lumbia, may be loased fora term of twenty-one 
years at an annual rental of 8t an acre. Not 
more than §2,560 acres will be Je pased to one ap- 
plicant. 

Application for a lease must be made by the 
applicant in person to the Agent or Sub. Agent 
of the district in which thé rights applied for 
are situated, 

In surveyed territory the land must. be des- 
cribed by sections, or legal sub-divisions of 
sections. and in unsurve yed territory the tract 
applied for shall be staked out by the appli- 
cant himself, 

Each application must be hecom panied by a 
fee of lif ich will be refunded if the rights 
applied for are not available, but not otherwise, 
A royalty shall be paid on the merchantable 
output of the mine at the rate of five cents per 
ton. 

T he person ape rating the mine shall fornish 
the ent §with sworn returns accounting for 
the af quantity of merchantable coal mined 
and pay the royalty thereon, If the coal min- 
ing rights are not be ing operated, sueh returns 
should be furnished atleast once a year.

What Good Roads 
Mean to Canada 


The earliest roads about which anything 
is known are those of ancient Rome. 
The first great road on record is the Via 
Appia, Appian Way, which was supposed 
to have been built in 812 B.C. The chief 
aim of the road makers in’ those days 
was to have their roads Jaid out ina 
straight line between two places. The 
old roads that the Romans built are many 
of them still in use, and in seme cases 
new roads have been built on the old 
foundations. The old Roman roads of 
England, such as Watling Street and 
Portsmouth Road, are as good today as 
centuries ago. Many of the modern roads 
of Great Britain, for instance the Vic- 
toria Embankment, constructed in recent 
years, have swallowed up millions of 
dollars, and it is certainly surprisind that 
they have not swallowed up more than 
mere money, as they are and always will 
bea failure owing to their not having 
proper foundation work in the beginning. 

We have advanced in many ways since 
the days of Juhus Cesar. We have tele- 
phone, flying machines and steamships, 
and by no means least we have wireless 
telegraphy, which has proved go efficient 
in recent disasters. Butour skill in these 
things today is not more remarkable than 
the skill of the ancient’ Romans in road- 
making. Of all people in the world the

A MASTERPIECE IN MARBLE. 


Wonderful Table Made by an Obscure 
French Sculptor. 

There recently died at Ivry, a Paris 
suburb, a remarkable old man, a sep- 
tuagenarian, named Fraissard. He 
died in poverty, but bad he chosen he 
could have become one of tbe most 
famous European sculptors. As it 
was, ho finished life as he begun it— 
more or less penniless. When a boy 
he was apprenticed to a marble cutter, 
and he at once discovered his powers 
in this direction. Tor fifty years he 
had continued to execute the most 
beautiful works of art, mostly in mo- 
saics. 

M. Fraissard’s masterpiece took him 
nearly twenty-four years to perfect. 
It is a black marble table. In the 
middle is a chessboard, on either side 
of which are playing cards arranged 
ns fans. On the table are dominos 
and dice, cigars and cigarettes, and 
several coins in gold and silver. All 
these are of course inlaid. The ma- 
terials in the table, besides the black 
marble, are agate, onyx. porpbyry, 

| malachite and lapus lazuli, the tones 

_ of which are black, red, orange, blue 
and white. Ninety different kinds of 
marble were also used.—London Stand- 
ard.
